stitution. 
He declared this to be 
the only way to obtain an absolute­ 
ly unbiased report of happenings of 
the world. 
Mr. Richard said in part: 
“It seems to me that the entire 
question at issue in this conference 
hinges upon the point of view. If 
a newspaper or magazine is primate 
property not especially affected with 
a public interest; if its conduct is 
on a par with the undertaking of the 
grocer, simply the selling of a com­ 
modity, then it is none of our busi­ 
ness what stock the publisher offers 
for sale, though, as we require the 
grocer to be careful how he dispers­ 
es doped foods, I suppose we may 
equally ask the police power to draw 
a line on tainted news. 
Question of Democracy 
“Back of this, however, Us an­ 
other question. 
Are we democrats 
o r * aristocrats? 
Do we believe 
In 
government of, for and by the peo 
pie or in government of the people 
by a representative part of the peo­ 
ple chiefly for the benefit of the peo­ 
ple who do the governing? 
“If we accept the aristocratic con­ 
cept, it becomes entirely consistent 
for us to have 
a newspaper press 
whih tells us what 
the governing 
class thinks is proper for us 
to 
know and which suppresses, or dis­ 
torts or slants the information which 
that class, from 
whatever motive, 
deems unsuited for widespread cur­ 
rency. 
“To illustrate: I was In Rochester. 
N. Y., when the panic of 1907 arose. 
That winter many industries reduced 
their working force. 
There 
were 
much unemployment, destitution and 
suffering. The men at the top, the 
bankers and big advertisers, conspir­ 
ed with the publishers to print mis­ 
leading fiction about how lovely con­ 
ditions were. and for months 
the 
newspapers t h e r e and, I suspect, 
elsewhere, were largely filled 
with 
humbug. 
“It was the same in a small pox 
epidemic. The advertisers cried: ‘For 
Gods sake, don’t print this news or 
our store trade will be ruined.’ And 
with one exception 
the Rochester 
publishers didn’t. The exception lost 
a lot of advertising but he happen­ 
ed to have 
an absentee 
financial 
backing which permitted him to sur­ 
vive. 
In certain other directions he 
too. obeys the pull of the special in­ 
terest string. 
Not Entirely Selfish 
’In both these Instances which are 
cited simply because they are typi­ 
cal, and which could be multiplied 
indefinitely, the motive of the sup­ 
pression was not entirely selfish. It 
had in It some 
element of public 
spirit. It was probably more credit­ 
able than that of the typical politi­ 
cal boss of Rochester, who practi­ 
cally censors all important political 
information printed In the Rochester 
newspapers. He does this, of course, 
as bosses usually do, by the expe­ 
dient of having his banking friends 
loan the publisher money or by ap­ 
pointing or 
promising 
to appoint 
some one on the paper or the friend 
of that one to a political berth or 
by skilful use of the political ad­ 
vertising or by other and more sub­ 
tle forms of temptation or pressure, 
the narration of which here would 
occupy too much time. 
“But, whatever the motive It In­ 
volved, the viewpoint is that 
the 
newspaper is a private institution, to 
! b© conducted as its owner sees fit; 
I to be used to gull the public if gull­ 
ing best serves the owner’s Interest. 
And It also involves the viewpoint 
that a selected list of men, the men 
who are In power may decide with­ 
out a referendum, what the people 
at large shall have as news.
